CDC reporting increased cases and positivity rate, especially in certain parts of the U.S. with
lower vaccination rates.

Increase is likely related to variants, lags in vaccination paired with the end of masking and
other protective measures, and summer travel and gatherings, including camps.

Researchers tracking county-level spread to understand slight rise in cases.

Nearly all cases, hospitalizations, and all deaths from COVID-19 in Maryland in the past
month were in unvaccinated people.

Delta variant now makes up over half of COVID-19 cases in the U.S.; also tracking Alpha,
Beta, and Gamma variants. All seem to spread more easily and quickly than other variants.

Seeing a small number of “breakthrough” cases where fully vaccinated people are infected.

Vaccines appear to be effective against current variants, and extremely effective at
preventing severe illness and death from COVID-19.

Researchers are looking at safety, efficacy, and the need for booster shots.

Additional warning for J&J vaccine for Guillain-Barre syndrome, a rare disorder in which the
immune system attacks part of the nervous system. It has been observed after some other
vaccines, like seasonal flu and shingles, and some respiratory, Gl, or other infections.



Screening, testing, and contact tracing continue to be important tools
to prevent spread

- People with COVID symptoms should stay home except to get testing or
medical care.

- The Health Department’s testing site closed in May, but testing is still available
through the school system when school is in session, and throughout the
county.
